Ambassador Brycc. 


II is (o be hoped for the mutual advantage of the United 


States and Great Britain that the successor of Hon. James 
Bryce, as the representative of the court of St. James at Wash- 
ington, may have an endowment of common sense, political 
sagacity and rare diplomatic tact fully equal to that of the 
retiring ambassador. 
To those most familiar with the rela- 


tions of Mr. Bryce with the government of Ihe United States 
it were wholly unnecessary to say that no Englishman, repre- 
senting his country at Washington since the Civil war has 
shown such a sympathy, such a familiarity with the workings 
of this great Republic of ours as Mr. Bryce, and this is mosl 
clearly and cleverly demonstrated in all of his writings upon 
our men of affairs and system of government. At a banquet 
recently tendered him in Philadelphia while declining lo be 
drawn into a discussion of Panama canal affairs he really ad- 
mitted that lie was convinced of the desire of the American 
people lo fulfill their duties toward peace and justice. 
Con- 


tinuing he said: "I believe if any differences arise your wish 
will be lo look at both sides and arbitrate fairly. 
It is not so 


important which side wins as it is Hv.it both nations shall ap- 
proach the question at issue with due regard for fairness and 
honor." 
He paid a high (ribule lo the fairness of American 


newspapers which he said treated international questions with 
a high degree of impartiality. 
Subsequently at a New York 


luncheon, where about Ihrce hundred and lifly clergymen, 
representing about forty denominations assembled to greet 
and praise him, he spoke at length of Ihe progress the various 
religions bodies had made in the past fifty years, which he 
altTibulcd largely to their willingness to co-operate with each 
other. And in all this Ambassador Bryce spoke in exact har- 
mony with all of his ollicial acts. 


New Nickel Coin Approved. 


Manufacturers of slot machines who have fought the plac- 


ing in circulation of Ihe new live-cent piece bearing Ihe Indian 
head on one side and the American buffalo on Ihe oilier, losl 
their fight when Secretary of the Treasury MacVeagh and 
Director of Hie Mini Roberts ordered Ihe United Stales mint? 
to go ahead wilh Ihe coining of Ihe nickel. The new nickel 
was to have made ils appearance February IS. A strong ob- 
jection was raised, supported principally by the manufac- 
turer of a machine which delected counterfeit nickels from 
good ones. The government having about completed prepa- 
rations for the issuance of the new coin, look the position a l t e i 
making many conferences thai il would be much easier for llu 
manufacturers lo make new slot machines than for the gov- 
ernmenl to coin money lo suit Iheir business, and Ilia! llu 
designs of a coinage are strictly a government affair and 1101 
of outside corporations. This decision, while logical and uoi 
lo be gainsaid may work some disadvantage lo Ihe slot ma- 
chine men for a while hul in Ihe end all will be general!) 
satisfactory.
